subject to the approval of the Lord Chancellor, to act during the 
illness or unavoidable absence of such registrar in his place and 
for the discharge of the duties by this Act imposed upon such 
registrar, hut not further or otherwise. 

The registrar appointing any deputy under this section shall pay 
the remuneration of such deputy, and shall continue liable notwith- 
standing such appointment for the due discharge of the duties by 
this Act imposed upon such registrar.
